The  foUowiuff  eoraparison  of  the  acts  of  the  two  adiuiuistra- 
tJons  b<>ars  this  out  in  a  most  eonviucing  manner. 
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Under  Liberal  Rule 

In  1908  the  Liberal  Government  put  into  foree  the  Pre-emp- 
tion Aet  eiititliutr  a  homest.'iider  ai  certain  areas  to  take  up  a 
quarter  section  adjoining  his  homestead  as  a  pre-emption,  subject 
to  certain  duties  to  he  performed  and  payments  to  be  made.

NOTE: — Benefit  to  the  homesteader  or  pre-empter  under  the 
new  regulatioHi!  abrogating  the  interest  clause. 

Under  the  old  regulations  interest  on  purchase  price  of  pre- 
emption began  to  accrue  three  years  before  the  homesteader  was 
in  a  position  to  undertake  the  duties  on  the  pre-emption. 

Under  the  new  regulations  any  interest  that  may  have  been 
paid  will  be  applied  in  reducing  the  principal. . .  Interest  will  not 
begin  to  accumulate  unless  the  homesteader  runs  behind  in  his 
payments,  in  other  words,  he  pays  interest  on  overdue  install- 
ments only  and  not  on  the  whole  of  the  principal.
